Country man. 
The news of the death of Julius we clip 
from the Elgin Dial of Tuesday : 
“ Sad indeed was the death of Julius 
F. Ballard, which occurred at 7:30 
o'clock this morning. 
He had not been 
feeling well for the past few day s but 
had attended to his duties as driver for 
the United States Ex press Company as 
usual. 
He retired about the usual 
time last evening apparently in good 
health. 
x Ybout 
midnight 
he 
was 
seized with a choking spell, the ef­ 
fects of which he never 
recovered 
from. 
He had been subject to these 
spells, but previous to Monday nig ht 
they had lasted but a few minutes at a 
time. 
Death was caused by an asthmatic 
ailment and a weak heart. 
Mr. Ballard arose early this morn­ 
ing and went to Garrison’s livery and 
notified them that he would be unable 
to go out with bis wagon today . 
He 
also telephoned Dr. Bell to call at hit- 
home and see him. 
After this he re­ 
turned 
home, 
when he was

l “ ized with a coug hing attack. 
His 
brother sent for Dr. Pratt, who arrived 
about the same time Dr. Bell did.

The Kind of Weather Experienced in 
Alaska. 


Chief Moore of the United States 
W eather Bureau, has lately 
made 
public a statement in regard to the 
climate of Alaska which will g ive a 
person not familiar with the country , 
an idea of the severe winters, and what 
a person will be able to ex perience in 
going to that country at this season of 
the y ear. 
In his statement Mr. Moore 
say s: 
“ The climates of the coa>t and in­ 
terior of Alaska are unlike in many re­ 
spects, and the differences are intensi­ 
fied in this, as perhaps in few other 
countries, by ex ceptional phy sical con­ 
ditions. 
The fringe of islands that 
separate the mainland from the P aci­ 
fic Ocean, from Dix on SouDd north,and 
also a strip of the mainland for possibly 
twenty miles back from the sea, follow­ 
ing the sweep of the coast as it curves 
to the northwestward to the western 
ex tremity of Alaska, from a distinct 
climate division which may temperate 
Alaska. 
The temperature rarely falls 
to zero: winter does not set in until 
Dec. 1, and by the last of May the snow 
has disappeared ex cept on the moun­ 
tains. 
The mean winter temperature 
of Sitka is 23.5, but little less than that 
of Washing ton, D. C. 
The rainfall of temperate Alaska is 
notorious the world over, not only as 
regards the quantity , but also as to the 
manner of its falling, viz., in long and 
incessant rains and drizzles. 
Cloud 
and and fog naturally abound, there 
being on an averag e but six ty clear 
day s in the y ear. 
North of the Aleutian 
Islands the 
coast climate become more rigorous in 
winter, but in summer the difference is 
much less marked. 
The climate of the interior, includ­ 
ing in that designation practically all 
of the country ex cept a narrow fringe 
of coastal margin and the territory be­ 
fore referred to a- temperate Alaska, 
is one of ex treme rigor in winter, with 
a brief but relatively hot summer, es­ 
pecially when the sky is free from 
cloud. 
in the Klondy ke region in midwinter 
the sun rises from 9 :30 to 10 a. m. and 
sets from to 2 to 3 p. m,, the total 
leng th of day lig ht being about four 
hours. 
Remembering 
that the sun 
rises but a few degress above the hori­ 
zon and that it is wholly obscured on a 
great many day s, the character of the 
winter months may be easily imagined. 
The lowest temperatures registered 
during the winter were 32 degress be­ 
low zero in November, 17 below in De­ 
cember, 59 below in January , 55 below 
in February , 45 below in March and 20 
below In April. 
The g reatest continu­ 
ous cold occurred in February , 189 0, 
when the daily mean for five consecu­ 
tive day s was 47 degress below zero. 
Greater cold than that here noted 
has been ex perienced in the United 
States for a very short time. 
In the 
interior of Alaska the winter sets in as 
early a? September, when snowstorms 


may be ex pected in the mountains and 
passes. 
Headway during one of those 
storms is impossible, and the traveler 
who is overtaken by one of them is in­ 
deed fortunate if he escapes with his 
life. 
Snowstorms of g reat severity oc­ 
cur in any month from September to 
May inclusive. 
The chang es of temperature from 
winter to summer are rapid, owing to 
the g reat inereast in the leng th of the 
day . 
In May the sun rises at about 3 
a. m. and sets about 9 p. ra. 
In June it 
rises about 1;30 a. ra. and sets at about 
10:30 at night, g iving about twenty 
hours of day lig ht and diffuse tw ilig ht 
the remainder of the time. 
The mean summer temperature in 
the interior doubtless ranges between 
00 and 70 degrees, according to eleva . 
tlon. being hig hest in the middle and 
lower Yukon valley s.

However, the trouble with our reporter 
is modesty, and that is the cause of 
Blunders only in newspaper reporters, 
while it is a choice virtue in all other 
human beings. 
The great Talmage opened his lec­ 
ture in a graphic description of Chau- 
tauquas as explained by one who wan 
asked, “ W h at is a Chautauqua?” 
He 
described the association very much as
